™ to retain our 
presence in West Berlin and ac- 
cess to the city. The Russians 
know this. But it is not appease- 
ment of communism to explore 
whether there is anything which 
may be done to clarify the situa- 
tion. There is nothing left to nego- 
tiate about the Western rights to 
be in Berlin or the freedom of 
its people. But there is every rea- 
son to seek a clear, official ad- 
mission of this fact from the Rus- 
sians. 


If a de facto recognition of East 
Berlin’s status and an acceptance 
of a definite border between Po- 
land and Germany are the price 
of this, then we would not be giv- 
ing up anything. East Germany 
is a de facto state. It can be re- 
gained only by Russian initiative 
or by going to war and conquer- 
ing the territory. 


The Germans, whose emotional 
involvement is understandable, 
cannot abandon the concept of 
unification. They have the addi- 
tional problem of not yet having 
organized their govérnment. But 
it now is necessary for the West 
Germans to educate its public 
opinion. There can be unification 
on Russian. terms. Or there can 
be a recognition of the de facto 
state of affairs with the accom- 
panying pledge that unification 
will continue as a permanent ob- 
jective. (De facto is the opposite 
of de jure. The latter means ‘‘by 
law, or right.”” A de facto recog- 
nition does not imply any ac- 
ceptance of moral or legal 
right.) 


Berlin’s Status 


So, we do not have to nego- 
tiate away anything which re- 
mains of West Berlin's status. If 
it is possible to strengthen it by 
agreement, including a recogni- 
tion of an existing fact—that East 
Germany is Russian controlled 
just as are Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, Romania, et al— 
then we will not have given up 
anything we, or the West Ger- 
mans, possess. 


If political. partisanship chooses 
to gamble with the security of 
the Western nations by calling 
this appeasement or being soft 
toward communism, then these 
partisans owe it to the country 
to admit the alternative. The al- 
ternative is nuclear war. 


We already have let the Rus- 
sians know there is a line beyond 
which we will not go. We will use 
atomic weapons. President Ken- 
nedy has done a superb job in 
making this clear. We should not, 
for example, weaken his national 
leadership in a time of great peril 
by trying to gain political ad- 
vantages in the New York guber- 
natorial and mayoralty contests. 
(It was not reassuring for for- 
mer President Eisenhower to al- 
low himself to be drawn into New 
York City politics by denouncing 
the Kennedy administration for 
failure in Laos.) 


The Symbol 


We need to understand that 
West Berlin will decline econom- 
ically and in population. The 
building of the ugly wall, a sym- 
bol of totalitarian fear as well 
as ruthless strength, largely de- 
stroyed its political meaning. But 
the West is committed to it in 
principle and because of its po- 
litical meaning. We would not 
abandon it if we could. 


We need to comprehend, too, 
that East Germany is fully con- 
trolled by Russia. One day there 
will be a united Germany. This 
unification will be brought about 
by Russian success or by the 
stubborn will of West Germany 
to remain strong and free and 
to assist other nations dedicat- 
ed to like principles. 


What we almost desperately re- 
quire is some way out of a sit-

THREAT OF COLLAPSE 


The President tried to separate 
the Algerian subversive elements 
from their essential army sup- 
port by paying tribute to the 
“victory” won by the army 
against the Moslem rebels in Al- 
geria.

“Finally, under threat of col- 
lapse, it was necessary, it is 
necessary, that despite the in- 
citements to disobedience and de- 
sertion lavished by dissidents, 
the army should have remained 
and remains faithful to its duty.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Chair- 
man J. William Fulbright of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee said Monday night that 
delaying tactics by the FEisen- 
hower and Kennedy administra- 
tions may have contributed to the 
Berlin crisis. 


He said former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower ‘‘didn’t do 
very much”’ during his eight years 
in office about resolving disputed 
allied rights of access to Berlin. 


The Kennedy administration 
also was slow in trying to resolve 
the tense Berlin dispute with the 
Soviet Union, he said. 


Fulbright made the remarks 
on his return by plane from a 
European trip. 


He said negotiations to find out 
what the Russians really wanted 
in Berlin were ‘delayed out of 
consideration for the German 
election’”’ last month. 


Fulbright talked to reporters 
on arrival at nearby Friendship 
International Airport from Lon- 
don. He and three other senators 
observed the Commonwealth Par- 
liamentary Association conference 
there.

Fulbright said recent explora- 
tory talks between Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
were a move in the right direc- 
tion.

Frances, packing highest winds 
of 60 miles an hour, was located 
in the latest advisory near latitude

Frances was moving westward 
at a lightly increased rate of 12 
m.p.h. The advisory said there 
had been no intensification of the 
storm during the afternoon and 
that its center was unorganized, 
“which might indicate a weaken- 
ing tendency.” 

The advisory warned residents 
of the Dominican Republic to 
keep in touch with weather bureau 
information about the storm. Pre- 
cautions against serious flooding 
were continued in Puerto Rico as 
well as the Dominican Republic.

There’s No Doubt 
About The Bomb 


WASHINGTON—There is not a speck of 
doubt that the United States is fully prepared 2 oS 
to use the atomic bomb in defense of West Berlin, lei 
West Germany and the free world’s position in Europe. There 


a grain of doubt that our atomic 
Soviet Union. 

There is not a grain of doubt 
that Nikita Khrushchev knows 
this as well as we do. : 

There is, therefore, almost total 
certainty that Khrushchev will 
never challenge us to all-out, nu- 
clear war. 

Of all this, no rational being 
talking long with Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamara could 
have any rational question. 

He will never hesitate to use the 
atomic weapon, if it must come to 
that. Indeed, he will not in ad- 
vance exclude its use against any 
kind of clear Soviet aggression 
whatever, short, of course, of pid- 
dling acts such as the incessant 
cloak-and-daggering of Communist 
subversion. 

So the true peril We now face is 
not in any “‘softness’’ in our mili- 
tary determination and capability. 
It is simply the danger that we 
ourselves will somehow, with that 
sophomoric skepticism so popular 
in some quarters, manage to 
abate Khrushchev’s present 
awareness that for some things 
we will go all the way to nuclear 
war. 

Irresponsible speculations that 
America will in no circumstances 
*““go to atomic war over Berlin’ 
are infinitely harmful. So, too, 
are well-meant suggestions that 
the urgent increases being made

McNamara draws a diagram on 
a 10-cent pad to show the absurd- 
ity of this nation. He pencils a 
long line to Indicate the total 
field of troublemaking open to 
the Soviet Union, running ail the 
way from mefely nasty local ac- 
tions to a Soviet military attack 
on the West. 

Khrushchev always knew that if 
he acted at the top end of this 
scale—with an invasion of Europe, 
for example—we would drop the 
bomb. But until the troop build- 
up in Germany he had the whole 
length of the scale below that 
very top point in which to probe. 

These greatly strengthened con- 
ventional forces would be instant- 
ly ready to ring alarm bells which 
could not have been rung before, 
simply because there were no 
real conventional forces to ring 
them. Thus, a cumulative early- 
warning device is now set up. 
Khrushchev no longer needs to 
grasp our very throats, at the top 
of the scale, to get a fight. 

Because the warning bells are 
able to ring at the bottom of the 
scale, as before this they could 
not convincingly do, why suddenly 
assume that the bell at the very 
top—the bell of atomic reaction— 
has lost its voice?

WASHINGTON—It is folly to regard the

— either total surrender or total war.

deed more than folly because total surrender, as in the case of 
Munich, 23 years ago, can lead anyway to total war. Were we to 
accept Khrushchev’s maximum demands as he_sets them out, 
the result would be total surrender. And were we to follow Gen. 
de Gaulle’s counsel and refuse even to discuss the matter, the re- 
sult would be total war; or the risk, at any rate, would be great. 


Goethe told us all theory is gray 
and one might say this especially 
applies to theories founded on 
Khrushchev’s tough but shifting 
Berlin policy. 

His minimal goal, one may spec- 
ulate, is to achieve what is tanta- 
mount to de facto acknowledge- 
ment of his satellite empire's 
frontiers, above all, East Ger- 
many and thé eastern sector of bi- 
sected Berlin.

Bishop Pierce once said of his 
father that the old minister was 
“free of spasms and chasms.”’ 
Dr. Pierce died at his son's home 
in Sparta, Ga., while the bishop 
was in Arkansas on one of his 
official visits. The last message 
of his life, sent from his bed to 
the conference, was: ‘Tell the 
brethren I am lying just outside 
the gates of Heaven.” 


George Foster Pierce was born 
Feb. 3, 1811, in a large log cabin 
three miles from Greensboro, the 
home his mother shared with her 
father, Colonel George Foster.

Dr. Shaler G. Hillyer, a class- 
mate at Athens, has described 
him as “an ideal specimen of 
physical manhood.”” George Fos- 
ter had a florid complexion, danc- 
ing black eyes, a lofty brow and 
“‘genial manners.” 

His power was felt early in his 
career. In the first five years he 
served such important stations as 
Augusta, Savannah, and Charles- 
ton, S. C. At 25 he was a presiding 
elder of the Augusta district. 


In 1838 he was elected president 
of Georgia Female College (now 
Wesleyan College) and he was 
one of the organizers of this then 
unique institution. 
RADICAL IDEA 


Endeavoring to arouse public 
sentiment for female education— 
a radical idea—he presented his 
views 
Book which he edited for 10 
months in 1840. 


Pierce resigned the college 
presidency after two years but 
served another two years as 
financial agent in the pinched 
early period of the institution. 


“Upon his return to the itiner- 
ancy in 1842,”’ one _ historian 
declared, ‘he was recognized as 
the leading preacher of the Geor- 
gia conference.”’ 


Although only 33 at the 1844 na- 
tional conference of the Methodist 
Church which marked its division 
into Northern and Southern sects, 
Pierce was one of the outstanding 
leaders in defense of Bishop J. O. 
Andrew — whose inherited slave 
“Kitty” stirred up a_ sectional 
storm presaging the eventual Civil 
War—and chief spokesman for the 
viewpoint of Southern clergy. 


EMORY PRESIDENT 


In 1848 Pierce become president 
of Emory College. Six years later 
he was chosen a bishop on the 
first ballot when Georgia Method- 
ist leaders met to elect one. 


A tour of the far West was one 
of his duties as bishop. He 
traveled by stagecoach from Tex- 
as to California, undeterred by 
the chills and fever of malaria. 


The bishop was known for pulpit 
oratory and his kindness to young 
preachers. But he was often in 
conflict with progressive groups 
of his denomination. He fought -for 
the disappearing characteristics 
of early Methodism and—opposed 
to establishment of a theological 
seminary—once declared, ‘‘Had I 
a million I would not give a dime 
for such an object.” 


His plantation, “Sunshine’’ near 
Sparta was remembered by hun- 
dreds of weary and hungry Con- 
federate soldiers ordered east 
after Lee’s surrender. The bishop 
fed them, asking his neighbors to 
lend cooks and wagon-loads of 
supplies when his own ran out. 


HEARTY AT 60 


Still energetic and a fine figure 
of a man at 60, the bishop went 
from Oregon to Key West, Fla., 
preached almost every day, re- 
fused to take vacations and a
